WASHINGTON, D.C. — George Washington University Professor of Engineering and 
Applied Science Abdelfattah M. Abdalla died Sunday, July 22, 1984, in an 
automobile accident in Cairo, Egypt. He was 46. 

Born in Egypt on September 10, 1937, he held degrees from two Egyptian 
universities, B.S. (1960) from Ain Shams University and M.S. (1963) from 
Alexandria University, as well as from the University of Maryland. He received 
his Ph.D. in February 1970, from Maryland. From 1960 to 1964, he was a research 
electrical engineer working on the design of digital circuits at the National 
Research Center in Cairo. He came to the United States in 1965 as a graduate 
student at the University of California at Berkeley. After studying there for two 
years, he enrolled at the University of Maryland in 1967 for the completion of 
his doctoral studies. From 1960 to 1969, he was an instructor at Ain Shams 
University during the summer months. 

Dr. Abdalla came to The George Washington University School of Engineering 
and Applied Science in September of 1969 as an assistant professor of engineering 
and applied science. He was promoted to associate professor in 1974 and to full 
professor in 1979. He assumed the chairmanship of the school's Department of Electrical 
Engineering and Computer Science on July 1 of this year. He left for Egypt last 
Thursday, July 19, for what was to be a two-and-a-half week stay. 

Professor Abdalla was co-author, with GW Professor of Engineering and Applied 
Science A.C. Meltzer of a two-volume text on the design of digital computers. 
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Principles of Digital Computer Design , Vol. 1, 1976, Prentice-Hall. Volume 2 
was submitted to Prentice—Hall in 1983 for 1984 publication. He was a consultant 
at the Naval Research Laboratory, NASA, and the University of Maryland Department 
of Agriculture. His papers appeared in many professional journals, including 
the Journal of the Association for Computing Machinery , of which he was a 
member. He was also a member of the Engineering Society of Cairo. 

Dr. Abdalla was a resident of McLean, Va., where he had moved approximately 
one year ago. He had lived since 1976 in College Park, Md., until his recent 
move with his family to McLean. 

Survivors include his wife. Dr. Wagida Abdalla, staff physician for the GW 
Student Health Service; two children, a son, Sherif, and a daughter, Noha, (of 
McLean); two brothers, Ibrahim Abdalla of Cairo, and Hanafy Abdalla of Aswan, 
and a sister, Mrs. Mohammed Hassan of Cairo. He was the youngest of the four. 
Services and internment took place in Aswan, Egypt.

PROFESSOR ABDELFATTAH M. ABDALLA DIES

WASHINGTON, D.C. — George Washington University Professor of Engineering and 
Applied Science Abdelfattah M. Abdalla died Sunday, July 22, 1984, in an 
automobile accident in Cairo, Egypt. He was 46. 

Born in Egypt on September 10, 1937, he held degrees from two Egyptian 
universities, B.S. (1960) from Ain Shams University and M.S. (1963) from 
Alexandria University, as well as from the University of Maryland. He received 
his Ph.D. in February 1970, from Maryland. From 1960 to 1964, he was a research 
electrical engineer working on the design of digital circuits at the National 
Research Center in Cairo. He came to the United States in 1965 as a graduate 
student at the University of California at Berkeley. After studying there for two 
years, he enrolled at the University of Maryland in 1967 for the completion of 
his doctoral studies. From 1960 to 1969, he was an instructor at Ain Shams 
University during the summer months. 

Dr. Abdalla came to The George Washington University School of Engineering 
and Applied Science in September of 1969 as an assistant professor of engineering 
and applied science. He was promoted to associate professor in 1974 and to full 
professor in 1979. He assumed the chairmanship of the school s Department of Electrical 
Engineering and Computer Science on July 1 of this year. He left for Egypt last 
Thursday, July 19, for what was to be a two-and-a-half week stay. 

Professor Abdalla was co-author, with GW Professor of Engineering and Applied 
Science A.C. Meltzer of a two-volume text on the design of digital computers,
